1 . (Once amended) A method of treating fibromyalgia syndrome (FMS), [and/or] 
physiological symptoms associated therewith in an animal subject, or a combination thereof, the 
method comprising administering to an animal subject suffering from FMS, an effective amount 
of milnacipran, or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

5. (Once amended) The method according to claim 1, wherein the compound is adjunctively 
administered with an antidepressant, analgesic, muscle relaxant, anorectic, stimulant, 
antiepileptic drug, sedative, hypnotic, or a combination thereof [antidepressants, analgesics, 
muscle relaxants, anorectics, stimulants, antiepileptic drugs, sedatives, or hypnotics].
